Sir, — I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Public  Accounts  for  the  Fiscal  Year 
ended  March  31,  1909. 

The  receipts  on  account  of  Consolidated  Fund  for  the  year  amounted  to  $85,093,- 
404.35,  and  the  expenditure  on  the  same  account  to  $84,064,232.38.  The  surplus  of 
receipts  over  expenditure  on  this  account  was  therefore  $1,029,171.97.

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  depositors  in  the 
Post  Office  and  Government  Savings  Banks  amounted  to  $59,938,920.33,  a decrease  of 
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$2,642,234.97  as  compared  with  the  balance  held  on  March  31,  1908.  The  withdrawals 
during  the  year  exceeded  the  deposits  by  $4,416,224.61,  while  $1,773,989.64  was  added 
for  interest  accrued,  thus  making  a net  decrease  of  $2,642,234.97. 

Investments  on  account  of  the  sinking  funds  of  the  various  loans  were  made  during 
the  year  to  the  amount  of  $1,922,525.20.  Sinking  funds  to  the  extent  of  $5,657,187.67, 
held  on  account  of  the  4 per  cent  loan  of  1878-9,  were,  on  the  maturity  of  that  loan  on 
November  1,  1908,  taken  over  from  the  Sinking  Fund  Account  and  placed  in  the  Con- 
solidated Fund  Investment  Account.  Accordingly,  the  total  of  the  investments  at  the 
credit  of  the  Sinking  Funds,  which  stood  at  $42,250,209.01  on  March  31,  1908,  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  fiscal  year  1909,  amounted  to  $38,515,546.54. 

The  net  debt  of  the  Dominion  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was  $323,930,279.17, 
or  an  increase  of  $45,969,419.33  to  the  net  debt  as  it  stood  on  March  31,  1908.  The

1908,  interest  payable  half-yearly,  date  of  guarantee,  21st  October,  1908. 

3.  The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company,  Cap.  24,  4 Edward  VII  (1904). 
The  guarantee  is  for  a sum  equal  to  75  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the 

Western  Division  of  the  National  Transcontinental  Railway,  but  not  exceeding  $13,000 
per  mile  in  respect  of  the  Prairie  Section  of  the  said  railway.  The  amount  of  bonds 
issued  and  guaranteed  is  £5,200,000,  of  which  £3,200,000  was  issued  in  September, 
1905,  and  the  balance  in  October,  1909.

The  actual  turnover  in  cash  of  the  daily  transactions  of  the  Finance  Department, 
during  the  fiscal  year  1908-09,  amounted  to  $489,756,468.19,  as  against  $388,836,489.21 
in  1907-08,  or  an  increase  of  $100,919,978.98. 

The  circulation  of  Dominion  notes  has  advanced  to  $79,351,080.50,  or  an  increase 
over  last  year  of  $18,895,089.14,  with  a corresponding  increase  in  the  gold  reserve  held 
under  the  control  of  the  Finance  Department. 

On  the  30th  September,  1908,  under  authority  of  Chapter  5 of  the  Acts  of  1894 
and  of  an  Order  in  Council  o f the  13th  August,  1908,  capitalized  railway  subsidies, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  $2,394,000,  were  paid  over  to  the  province  of  Quebec. 
These  subsidies  were  granted  to  the  government  of  the  province  of  Quebec  under 
authority  of  Chapter  8 of  the  Statutes  of  1884,  in  consideration  of  a line  of  railway 
having  been  constructed  from  Quebec  to  Ottawa.  This  Act  provided  that  the  subsidies, 
should  be  capitalized  and  the  interest  paid  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
government  of  Canada  should  agree  with  the  government  of  the  province  of  Quebec. 
Interest  was  accordingly  paid  on  the  above  sum  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent  per  annum  to 
30th  April,  1904,  and  at  \\  per  cent  since  that  date.  The  Act  of  1894,  Cap.  5,  granted 
authority  to  the  Governor  in  Council,  on  the  request  of  the  government  of  the  province 
of  Quebec,  to  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  that  province  the  principal  of  the  above  subsidies. 
A request  for  the  amount  was  made  by  the  government  of  the  province  and  it  was 
paid  over. 

On  the  1st  November,  1908,  the  4 per  cent  Loan  of  1878-9  for  £4,500,000  or 
$21,900,000  matured  and  was  dealt  with  as  follows: — 

$8,422,797.85  redeemed  in  cash; 

$6,946,398  85  converted  into  3f  per  cent  Loan  of  1908-12; 

$2,386,855.81  converted  into  3^  per  cent  1930-50,  (October  issue); 

$3,751,597.96  held  in  the  various  sinking  funds  and  cancelled; 

$392,319.53  held  in  Consolidated  Fund  Investment  Account  and  cancelled.

In  June,  1908,  a 3f  per  cent  Loan  of  £5,000,000,  due  1st  May,  1912,  was  floated 
in  London.  The  Loan  was  issued  at  par  and  was  raised  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for 
maturing  obligations  and  construction  of  public  works. 

Holders  of  4 per  cent  bonds  and  stock,  due  1st  November,  1908,  were  offered  in 
exchange  an  equivalent  nominal  amount  of  this  issue. 

An  option,  up  to  30th  September,  1910,  was  allowed,  to  holders  of  this  3f  per  cent 
stock  and  bonds,  of  conversion  into  3 per  cent  inscribed  stock  1938  on  the  basis  of  £106 
of  that  stock  for  each  £100  of  3f  per  cent  stock  or  bonds. 
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In  October,  1908,  a Loan  of  £5,000,000  3|  per  cent  stock,  due  1st  July,  1950,  with 
option  to  the  government  to  redeem  at  par  on  or  after  1st  July,  1930,  on  giving  six 
months’  notice,  was  placed  on  the  London  market.  The  Loan  was  issued  at  par  and  was 
raised  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  obligations  in  connection  with  the  construction 
of  the  National  Transcontinental  Railway  and  for  other  purposes. 

Holders  of  4 per  cent  bonds  and  stock  which  matured  1st  November,  1908,  were 
offered  an  exchange  for  an  equivalent  nominal  amount  of  this  stock. 

In  January,  1909,  a Loan  of  £6,000,000  3^  per  cent  bonds,  due  1st  July, 
1919,  with  option  to  the  government  to  redeem  the  whole  or  any  portion  by  drawings 
at  par  on  or  after  1st  July,  1914,  on  giving  three  months’  notice,  was  issued  at  99^  per 
cent  in  London  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  maturing  obligations,  to  provide  funds  for 
the  construction  of  public  works,  and  for  general  purposes. 

Holders  of  these  bonds  have  the  option,  up  to  30th  November,  1913,  of  conversion 
into  the  existing  3 per  cent  inscribed  stock  1938,  on  the  basis  of  £110  of  that  stock  for 
e^ery  £100  bond. 

In  July,  1909,  a further  Loan  of  £6,500,000  3^  per  cent  stock  due  1st  July,  1950, 
with  option  to  the  government  to  redeem  at  par  on  or  after  1st  July,  1930,  on  giving  six 
months’  notice,  was  issued  at  98|  per  cent  in  Lon  Ion  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the 
outstanding  balance  of  the  loan  maturing  1st  January,  1910,  and  to  provide  for  the 
advance  of  $10,000,000  (say  £2,054,794-10-5)  to  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway 
Company  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  the  National  Transcontinental  Railway. 

In  accordance  with  a report  of  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Accounts, 
adopted  by  the  House  of  Commons,  (vide  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  14th  May,  1909),  all 
the  balances,  recommended  by  such  committee,  with  the  exception  of  those  affecting 
the  Intercolonial  and  Prince  Edward  Island  Railways,  have  been  removed  from  the 
Balance  Sheet.

The  several  items  pertaining  to  the  accounts  of  the  Intercolonial  and  Prince  Edward 
Island  Railways,  which  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  recommended  to  be  written  off, 
have  not  been  dealt  with  for  the  reason  that  the  books  of  these  railways  for  the  fiscal 
year  1908-9  were  finally  closed  before  the  report  of  the  above  mentioned  Committee 
was  available  to  the  railways  for  making  the  necessary  entries. 

In  December,  1908,  the  Government,  under  the  provisions  of  section  18  of  the 
Agreement  of  October  19,  1903,  as  set  forth  in  the  schedule  to  the  Act  3 Edward  VII., 
chapter  54,  1903,  took  over  the  whole  of  the  undertaking,  assets,  property  and 
franchises  of  the  Quebec  Bridge  and  Railway  Company.  The  liability  entailed  by  this 
action  involved  an  expenditure  of  66,424,781,  the  whole  of  which  being  in  the  nature 
of  a capital  expenditure  became  an  addition  to  the  debt  of  Canada. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  stace  that  the  funded  debt  af  Canada  payable  in  London, 
taking  into  account  the  loan  of  £6,500,000  placed  on  the  market  in  July  last,  and  also 
allowing  for  the  redemption  of  the  £6,443,136-2-9  Canada  Reduced  Loan  of  1885, 
which  will  mature  January  1st,  1910,  will  be  £57,163,917-15-1  ; being  an  increase  of 
£10,332,060-17-0  or  650,238,896.13  over  £46,840,856-18-1,  the  amount  of  such  debt 
on  the  30th  June,  1903,  the  date  just  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  redemption 
of  the  several  loans  which  have  matured  in  recent  years.
